ALLRED ORDERS 25 
RANGERS TO DALLAS 


TO STOP VIOLENCE 


GOVERNOR DECLARES WILL 
SEND MORE MEN THERE IF 


FOUND NECESSARY 


AUSTIN, Aug. 19.—W— 


Governor James V. Allred 
today »rdered the Public 
Safety Department to send 
25 men to Dallas at once 
"to put a stop to the beat- 
ing of persons and other 
violence there." 


The Governor acted after read- 
ing of reported threats against 
George Baer, official of the United 
Hatters and Milliners Union, who 
was abducted recently and flog- 
ged by a group of men. 


He sharply denounced the viol- 


ence and declared that if 25 men 
were not enough to prevent re- 
currence he would send more. 


"My information is that threats 


of violence are continuing," Gov- 
ernor Allred said. 


This business of^ beating 
and 


kidnaping has got to stop." 
Capt. Homer Garrison, director 


of the safety department in the 
absence of Col. H. H. Carmlchael, 
said he intended to'issuc orders to 
all the men by noon. 


"The men sent to Dallas will be 
gathered from ranger companies 
in all parts of the state," he said. 
A few days ago the governor 


posted a reward of $500 for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of persona 
connected 


with the tarring and feathering of 
a socialist organizer and instruct- 
ed the public safety 
department 


to Join the investigation. 


At that time ho assered that If 


local officials were unable to find 
the guilty persons and prevent 
violence the state would step in.

This alrvlew of the Shanghai battle area shows the customs jetty (a), where American women and children were put on tenders to proceed amid 
shellflre down tho Whangpoo River, as indicated by black line, to American ships waiting at tho river's mouth. Latest battle lines were 
drawn from tho area north of Shanghai centering on North Sechewan Road (b), through tho fringes of Hongkew (5)—scene of scores of fires 
—to the Whangpoo and across the river in Pootung industrial area (6), where 35,000 Chinese troops were entrenched with heavy artillery 
which peppered Hongkcw and Japanese warships across tho river front. The Japanese sprayed western sections of the International Settlement

CONGRESSMAN JOHNSON GUARDS 
INTERESTS OF COTTON FARMERS 


AS PRICE OF STAPLE DECLINES 


On Wednesday, Aug. 11, when 


the House of Representatives was 
busy on matters that were expect- 
ed to lead to an early adjourn- 
ment 
Congressman 
Luther 
A. 


Johnson of Corslcana, represent- 
ing the Sixth Texas district in 
the House, urged that something 
bo done Immediately to stop the 
headlong decline In the price of 
cotton, the chief money crop of 
his constituents. 


He pleaded for quick action and 


that his words had weight Is evi- 
dent for while his speech was 
made on Wednesday, Aug. 11, on 
Friday, 
August 
13, 
President 


Roosevelt agreed to peg ths price 
of cotton at 12 cents by the 1935 
method suggested in Rep. John- 
son's speech. 


Excerpts from 
Mr. 
Johnson's 


speech follow: 


Mr. LUTHER A. JOHNSON. Mr. 


Speaker, the 
cotton farmers of 


the South face a crisis, and unless 
something is done Immediately to 
stabilize the price of cotton they 
arc threatened with bankruptcy. 


Since cotton is the money crop 


of the South, It will not only 
bankrupt the farmers who pro- 
duce It, but labor, industry, and 
business of every character In that 
section will suffer great and Irre- 
parable loss. 


For the past several weeks there 


has been a marked and steady de* 
cline In the price of cotton. Each 
day It goes lower. In March of 
this year tho price per pound wos 
14.15 cents, and the markets closed 
yesterday at a price slightly above 
10 cents per pound. This means 
a shrinkage In value of approxim- 
ately $20 a bale.

-; and If the present rapid de- 
cline continues, 
the 
loss 
may 


amount to $30 or even $40 a bale 
before the crop Is marketed. No 
one can foretell to what depths 
the decline will be carried unless 
It Is checked. 


The tragedy of the situation is 


that the decline Is occurring just 
as the farmers are beginning to 
market this year's crop, and they 
will bear the loss, which they can 
111 afford to do. Fourteen cents a 
pound Is less than tho parity price, 
A shrinkage of $20 a bole would 
amount to approximately $300,000,- 
000 loss by the 
cotton 
farmers, 


which would affect not only the 
South but the entire Nation. Bank- 
ruptcy of a class as numerous as 
that of the cotton producers, elim- 
inating their buying power, will 
be appreciably felt In all sections 
of the Nation. The problem, there- 
fore, Is not local but national, 


The government alone has the 


power to avert this catastrophe, 
and such power should be exercis- 
ed without a moment's delay. 


A similar crisis was averted by 


the government Ir. 1933, again In 
1934, 
and also In 1935. The method 


used 
was 
what 
Is commonly 


known as "pegging1 'the price. In 
September 1933 cotton was selling 
for about 9 cents a pound, and 
the government 
made loans to 


farmers at the rate of 10 cents per 
pound on cotton, and the price im- 
mediately began to advance, and 
steadily increased until at the end 
of the 11)33 season it was bringing 
about 13 cents a pound.

In the fall ,of 1935, when 
tho 


'armors began again selling their 
cotton crop for that year, the 
speculators again depressed 
the 


market, and the government act- 
ed promptly to stabilize the price 
A slightly different plan was used 
The government made a straight 
can of 10 cents a pound, and In 
addition to the 10-cent loan the 
farmer was given an adjustment 
payment equal to the 
difference 


setween 12 cents a pound and the 
average price at which cotton sole 
on the 10 designated spot markets 
on' the day that the farmer sole 
tils cotton. In other words, If the 
farmer sold his cotton at 101-2 
cents, and that was the marke 
price on that date, he received the 
difference 
between that and 12 


cents a pound so as to insure him 
a price of 12 cents. 


For the crop of 1936 the markei 


price ranged from 12 to 14 cents 
a pound, and no loans were neces 
sary and none were made. 


The Commodity Credit Corpora 


lion' of the government has the au 
thorlty, under legislation hereto- 
fore passed, to make 
loans 
to 


farmers at this time at any price 
that may be deemed necessary to 
stabilize the price, but notwith 
standing the authority exists, th 
Commodiy Credit Corporation has 
taken no action whatever towar 
making such loans for the presen 
yeaf. 


Realizing that something shoul 


be done ,a week ago I Introducec 
a bill (H. R. 8151) directing the 
Commodity Credit Corporation ti 
make loans to farmers at the rat 
of 13 cents per pound, but since 
Introducing this bill I have secur 
ed data from the Department o 
Agriculture which convinces me 
that the plan used In 1935 Is pre 
ferable to the straight loan sys 
ten-- prevailing In 1033 and 1934. 


Statistics from the Departmen 


o* Agriculture reveal that the 10 
cent loan and guaranty of an ad 
dltlonal amount to make the prlc 
bring 12 cents kept the cotton mov 
ing and did not take it off th 
market, and therefore worked ou 
much better, both for the farmers 
the cotton industry, and the Na 
tlon. A straight loan at a hlghe 
price means that the governmen 
would have to hold tho cotton 
where as a loan at a lower pric 
and a guaranty of the dlfferenc 
insurances the continued and or 
derly marketing of the cotton, am 
the government does not thereb; 
acquire a surplus, and also pre 
vents a carry-over.

In 1934 the government at on 


time had (Octiber 1934), as a re 
suit of the 12-cent loan, approxlm 
ately four and half million bale 
of cotton, while the largest amoun 
the government ever acquired 1 
1935, 
as a result of the plan use 


that yea,r, wass less than 100,0(X 
bales. 


The 1935 plan cost the govern 


ment much less money, not onl 
because tho government did no 
have to buy the cotton, but slm 
ply guaranteed the price of 1 
cents, ' and after this guarante 
was made the price reached a] 
proximately 12 cents on the spo 
market.

ant figure in English politics in 
the first half of the nineteenth 
century. 
Internationally 
he was 


more famous for his history 
of 
England. 


(Macaulay served In parliament, 
as legal adviser to the supreme 
court of India and as secretary 
of state for war.) 


Macaulay wrote that democracy 


would not succeed in tho Unltefl 
States, 
adding: 


"Either some Caesar or Napo- 


leon will seize tho reins of govern- 
ment with a strong hand, or your 
republic will be laid waste by bar- 
barians in the twentieth century." 


"American Lord Macaulnys." 
Mr. Roosevelt dubbed "American 
Lord Macaulays" 
persons 
who 


"tell you that America drifts to- 
ward the scylla of dictatorship on 
the one hand, or tho charybdis of 
anarchy on the other." 


The president said; 
"Almost, methlnks, I am reading 


not from 
Macaulay but from

freshmen 
or 


sophomores seemed to show 
any clairvoyant 
ability. 


Now this is interesting, 


and does not invalidate the 
methods or conclusions of 
either set of tests. It does 
indicate that it will take 
more than half a dozen 
years of the scientific ap- 
proach to solve one of the 
problems so 
far 
baffling 


the wise men of the ages. 


And it is distinctly hope- 


ful to see the scientific ap- 
proach 
made.

does

anywhere. 


Careful, 
distinterested 
re- 


search, detached from emo- 
tion or prejudice, usually 
ends by getting useful re- 
sults. Two university psy- 
chology departments a r e 
not enough to decide any- 
thing so shortly.

THROUGHOUT WHOLE WORLD * 


"Days of Martyrs Have Returned," One Lead- 


er Tells International Conference—Persecu- 
tions Prevail, But Indifference Is More 
Deadly—God In Hebrew Nation's Life.

Religion has fallen upon dark oven the 
structure or principal 


days. 
Not for centuries hns of-characters of the Bible, much less 


ficlal persecution of Christianityits definite 
teachings. 
Broadly 


reached the proportions now ex- speaking:, we find oursclvea in an 
Istlnpr In Germany and 
Russia, era 
of 
Indifference 
to religion 


These two nations officially are 
openly hostile to the church, and 
arc sending the clergy to prison 
and exile. Mexico has only lately 
cosed somewhat Its 
drastic re- 


strictions 
upon religion. 
Other 


nations, like Turkey and Persia, 
have severely limited the liberty 
of religious 
organzations; 
and 


have discarded their national af- 
filiations with 
the 
prevallng 


faiths. 
"The days of'the martyrs have 
returned!" exclaimed a speaker at 
a recent International conference, 
In reviewing the state of 
the 


church throughout 
the 
world. 


While these words are being read 
there today arc saintly ministers 
of the gospel languishing in jail 
for their faith. 
The situation is 


one to arouse the unversal Chris- 
tian conscience. 
In lands where religious liberty 


still prevails we find an almost 
equally ominous situation. Many 
Institutions of 
higher 
learning 


treat religion with cither indif- 
ference or superciliousness. Every 
day reveals incidents which show 
that a generation is coming upon 
the scene which does not know 
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among the educated classes. Our 
day's major heresy Is not -Modern- 
ism or Fundamentalism but In- 
dlffercntlsm. 


Our Day's Greatest Lack. 
There is surely a direct connec- 


tion between this decline of re- 
ligious loyalty and Interest, and 
the 
uncertainty 
unrest, turmoil 


and antagonisms which are marks 
of the present scene. 
Some uni- 


fying, guiding conviction has slip- 
ped out of both the public and 
official 
minds. 
Petty 
consider- 


ations of private advantage have 
superseded the great imperatives 
of righteousness. 
Labor, politics 


and society are torn with Internal 
dissensions which reveal a stupid 
lack of clear objectives. 
Instead 


of pulling together, our world is 
pulling apart. 


Even a thoughtless scanner of 


headlines can perceive that our 
times need some new force 
to 


unify 
and empower them—some 


master 
purpose, allegiance .ana 


obligation. 
We do not have 
to 


look overseas, where a tangle of 
contradictions and cross purposes 
and 
blind selfishness have en- 


meshed the bewildered nations, to 
find this condition of runaway 
self-interest. 


Far-seeing men clearly discern 


that, underlying all the present 
unrest and turbulence, what Is 
needed most of all is a vital ware- 
ness of God. Statesmen and cler- 
gy and editors have been one in 
their clear-cut affirmation of this 
truth. 
Society has ever been at 


Its best when tho people as a 
whole were reverent and religious 
and eager, above all else, to do the 
will of God. As Jehavah was es- 
tablished as the 
real Ruler of 


Israel, so He should be accepted 
by this mad, sad generation of 
ours. Our only hope is in God. 
A real revival of religion would 
do more for the nations than any 
radical acts of congress or par- 
.laments. 


I 
Gleams 
of 
Assurance. 
Statistics are a sandy founda- 


tion. 
Yet there Is a measure of 
reassurance in The Christian Her- 
nld's recent statistical survey of 
'he United States, which shows 
that church membership 
is in- 


creasing more rapidly than' pou- 
ulatlon. 
Underneath the depress- 


ing conditions already cited runs 
the unshaken loyalty of the great 
masses of common people to the 
God of their fathers.
